LOGAN, Utah (AP) - Utah 
State University's 10 foniholl 
coaches collected nearly 
540,000 in bonuses for making it 
to last monih’s Humanitarian 
Bowl. 

Even before ihe game, Smith 
and six of ills nine a.s.sistanis had 
accepted coaching positions at 
the University of Louisville.

But there wa.sn’t enough 
money in the travel budget to 
send liic entire university march- 
ing hand and spirit ^uad to the 
bowl game. Even with $8,768 
fnim* the snident services depart- 
ment, only 100 of the ISO mem- 
bers got jn travel to Boise. 

“Uds could have been a more 
' positive experience for the kids," 
said John Cody Birdwcll, the 
band director. “Bowl games arc 
supposed to be a positive experi- 
ence, and this was probably not 
as positive as it could have " 
been."

Blaine County computerizes school 
paperwork, touts savings in tax dollars

KETCHUM - Uiisn the Blaine 
County School Dnirict launched into 
the iafunnatiun age tvith a districtwidc 
cumputcr network, linkiri’ff every class- 
room and school office, the School 
Board followed. 

Each- member of the Blaine County 
School Board was given a laptop, in the 
hopes that n paper trail could become 
an electronic data trail. 'Hiis pas'i month, 
the board's paperwork went to di.sk. 

Rather than paper piihlishing School 
'Board packets, the material goes on 
disk. Before each meeting, Ixiard mem- 
bers are mailed u single disk with updat- 
ed materials, except for materials for 
closed executive sessions, said board 
clerk Cailiy Zaccardi. ‘‘It’s u real time- 
saver and an efficient way to do busi- 
ness. It saves on paper costs, copying 
time and mailing." Zaccardi siiid. 

In light monilis, Zaccardi would com- 
pile .')0-'io 70-pagc packets, and 70 to 90 
pagt4rinheavier months. 

. “As you can see, taking advantage of 
the technology will save raxpayers’ 
money," she sjiid.

For about a year, tite School Board 
has been placing on disk its meeting 
minutes, wliidurun about 30 pages. In 
addition to saving thne and money, it’s 
also convenient, since board members 
have all the information on one disk. 

“If there is some part tliey want to 
print, they can do that from the disk," 
she sjlid. * 

It took some getting used to. hut 
Zaccardi wouldn't return to the old 
paper trail and telephone tug method of 
doing hasiness. 

"At first I ihoiiglil, ‘No way, this is uxi 


hard,’ but you find your short cuts, work 
around tlie confusion and lenm n little 
..more each time," she said. “I wouldn’t 
go back now tliut I can sec the bcncfii.s. 
We’re forging forth in the technology 
world.” 

To aid board members’ transition, 
they arc taking n few classes at the 
Computer Training Center in Ketclmm. 

“Some of them were struggling 
through their packets so the clas.ses will 
help them become more computer<om- 
fortablc," Ziiccnrdi said, 

"It’s working great," School Board 
chair Mike Poehling said. "We’re just 
educating ourselves so that we can 
move forwiird with lechnology. same as 
we are asking our staff and stu(lent.s." 

The district’s network has made 
Zaccardi more efficient. She used to 
have to play telephone tag until -she 
reminded board members about an 
upcoming meeting, ilieii play the .-mme 
game the day before the meeting. 

Now she composes one e-mail mes- 
.sage and clicks on her distribution list, 
and a couple of milliseconds later her 
job is done. 

"No more pink (me.s-sage) notes float- 
ing around, getting lost," she said.

I’ve always admired crackers who can 
read a stoiy where others see nothing at alL 
Lots of people can ^d animal tracks, and 
some can tell which direction the animal 
was moving in - but a real tracker sees 
much more. 

Tve spent time with some good 'trackers. 
over the years, following spoor along river 
bonks, tiueugh snow, and across dusty flats. 
With on expert at my elbow, Tve been able^ 
to reconstruct a few minutes of an onihuil’s 
life. 

Input: A mountain lion's tracks in cocky 
mud, lightly^ci and closely spac^ abruptly 
deepen and the distance between them '* 
lengthens. Analysis: The big cat had been 
walking, but something - prey? danger? - 
. mode it quicken its pace. 

Subtler details also emerge: One paw, 
with a deformed pad, left shidlower prints 
than the others - so the cot probably walked . 
with a limp. The trucks are fairly fresh 
because they're on top' of prints left by 
waterfowl that frequent the area.

The trackers often ^gan at the scene of a 
massacre. One of them would- pick up the 
' track - “the shine,” Gregg called it - and fol* 
low it on a dead run. The others fell in 
behind the leader. 

It was an honor to lead, but when the 
leader lost the track, the group fanned out 
until someone found it again. Then, follow- 
ing a new leader, they resumed the diase. 

"We could always tell whm we were get- 
ting dose,” Gregg said, "because the temp 
' ists would drop their packs, then their 
dothes, and fln^y their woter - but never 
their guns.” 

A^ times, the hunted men were so desptu'- 
ate they dimbed onto barbed wire fences 
And shuffled along the wires - shredding 
their feet - in an effort to shake the track- 
ers. 

- "These were moments when we had to be 
careful,” Gregg continued, "because we 
were pushing them hard. They would turn 
and ambush us if they got a chance.” 

- Gregg was cquipp^ with little more than 
a canteen and a pistol, so an ambush was 
serious business. There 'were ^nfights and 
Gregg watched men kill one another. 
Maybe he killed a few him.se]f; he didn’t 
say. 

The war finally ended and Gregg 
returned to college, still a young man, but 
aged by the horrors of war. ^ 

Pm ^ad we crossed paths. 

Later in his African travels. Outdoors Editor 
Wiliam Bmck worked as a canoe guide on the 
Orange River -^which forms the border I 
between SouO} Africa and Namibia.
